Anyone  crazy  enough  to  work  on  a  yearbook  in  the  present 
Era  of  Wonderful  Nonsense  needs  some  pointers,  and  that's 
what  these  last  pages  are  all  about. 

This  records  book  was  put  together  by  six  people.  They  did 
a  traditional  book  in  the  traditional  way,  that  is,  "The  Hard 
Way."  We've  had  some  successes  and  made  some  blunders. 

Let's  start  off  with  the  credits  as  they  do  in  Hollywood. 

Kerry  L.  Cartier,  editor;  hassle  de-fuser,  layout  artist,  over- 
all planner,  cost-cutter,  photographer,  and  con-man  in  charge 
of  production. 

Allen  Terkildsen,  records  book  business  manager;  business 
system  designer,  publisher's  liaison,  group  photo  scheduler,  por- 
trait photographer,  advertising  manager,  and  con-man  in  charge 
of  seeing  the  book  breaks  even  or  better. 

Francisco  Poli,  assistant  business  manager;  campus  liaison, 
contract  negotiator,  identification  specialist  ("Oh,  I  know 
him!"), layout  artist,  and  future  business  manager  for  coming 
photographic  volume  of  Artemisia  '72. 

Walter  (Buddy)  Frank,  photographer,  photographic  crap 
detector,  news  photography,  Sagebrush  photo  editor,  and 
Devil's  Advocate  to  rest  of  Artemisia  staff. 

Raymond  Foster,  photographer;  layout  artist,  detail  man 
for  layouts  (checker-upper),  postal  inspector,  and  poster  taper 
superba. 

Jim  Beazley,  photographer;  super  advertising  salesman, 
identification  typist,  and  erstwhile  photographer. 

Other  persons  who  helped  with  this  book  but  were  not 
members  of  the  staff  were:  Anita  Cartier,  Joan  Beazley,  Cindy 
Haskins,  Roy  Maxion;  and  Mac  Potter,  Craig  Ihara,  Dan  Klaich, 
and  Geoff  Do  man. 

SOME   PROBLEMS 

One  of  the  hassles  when  you  put  out  a  two-volume  yearbook 
is  that  you  have  to  work  on  one  book  at  a  time  —  and  book 
one  comes  first. 

There  were  several  problems  in  putting  book  one,  the 
records  book,  together:  class  portraits,  group  photos,  contracts, 
group  identifications,  advertising  sales,  money,  money,  and 
money. 

For  some  reason  we  couldn't  get  students  interested  in 
having  their  pictures  taken.  We  started  off  with  a  sexy  poster 
and  put  some  400  of  them  on  campus.  They  were  ripped  off 
almost  immediately  —  not  by  the  university  administration  or 
the  fuzz  —  by  students  who  wanted  them  for  their  rooms.  The 
poster  is  probably  the  sexiest-looking  chick  that's  been  in 
many  of  the  rooms  on  this  campus. 

We  also  tried  individual  notices.  Twice  we  plastered  every 
door  in  every  dorm  and  got  no  noticeable  results.  Ads  in  the 
campus  newspaper  and  on  car  windshields  had  equally  great  re- 
sults. After  three  weeks,  almost  500  people  had  had  their 
class  pictures  taken.  Wow. 

This  year  our  portrait  photographer,  Larry  Allen  Photog- 
raphy, was  on  campus  in  the  student  union  building.  In  pre- 
vious years,  students  had  to  drive  down  to  the  Park  Shop- 


ping Center  at  Plumb  Lane  and  South  Virginia  Street,  about  3 
miles  from  campus.  Since  we  had  only  half  the  class  portraits 
in  the  '72  book  that  there  were  in  1971,  we  decided  that  the 
photographer  would  not  have  to  come  back  for  retakes.  (Retakes 
are  taking  someone's  picture  the  second  time  so  they  will  be 
satisfied.)  The  photographer  stayed  on  campus  two  extra 
weeks  instead. 

The  results  were,  after  five  weeks  of  daily  portrait  photog- 
graphy:  314  Seniors,  195  juniors,  226  sophomores,  and  203 
freshmen  photographed.  If  your  photo  was  in  this  book  and 
you  feel  a  retake  could  have  made  you  look  better  —  we  apolo- 
gize for  using  up  your  retake.  But  if  you  waited  until  the  last 
minute  to  be  photographed,  we're  glad  you  made  it. 

GROUPS     WERE    BLUNDERFUL 

Group  photos  were  another  problem.  Larry  Allen  Photog- 
raphy hired  members  of  the  yearbook  staff  to  do  the  group 
shots,  Allen  Terkildsen  handled  the  scheduling,  and  as  ex- 
pected some  things  went  wrong. 

A  yearbook  photographer  went  to  the  train  to  photograph 
a  group  which  waited  at  the  Atmospherium.  We  missed  the 
Home  Economics  honorary  twice.  We  didn't  go  to  Dog  Valley 
to  photograph  the  Forestry  Club  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  The 
Interfraternity  Council  didn't  stay  for  their  appointment  once, 
and  we  missed  them  the  next  time.  The  Lambda  Chi  Alpha 
fraternity  photo  and  Sagens  photo  were  out  of  focus  and  had 
to  be  retaken. 

After  we  were  all  set  to  go  and  there  was  no  more  time  to 
take  additional  pictures,  we  lost  the  Mackay  Misses  negative. 
To  these  groups,  and  others  we  may  have  missed,  we  apologize. 
And  also  to  the  Sundowners,  whom  we  weren't  able  to  reach 
because  they  don't  let  long-haired  freaks  like  us  into  the  Little 
Wall  bar. 

Getting  groups  identified  is  a  hassle.  We  got  many  groups 
identified  by  December  17,  but  then  we  often  had  to  identify 
who  had  been  identified  —  the  writing  was  sometimes  unreal. 
We  didn't  know  that  there  was  such  a  thing  as  Hebrew  script  or 
Pre-Columbus  cursive. 

We've  been  told  it's  better  to  identify  a  group  while  you 
have  them  right  there  for  the  picture.  It  doesn't  work  with 
girls  on  jungle  gyms  in  40°  weather,  with  drunks  or  with  people 
in  a  hurry.  A  captive  audience  was  needed,  and  we  didn't  have 
any. 

LETTERS   AND   JOHN    LAW 

We  wanted  to  have  contracts  which  would  stand  up  in 
court  as  needed,  so  we  went  to  a  lawyer.  It  took  him  weeks  and 
a  S50  bill,  and  we  had  to  take  photos  first  on  good  faith  and 
get  contracts  signed  later.  We  had  to  wait  on  selling  advertising 
until  mid-December,  when  we  finally  got  the  contract.  We  ran 
the  contracts  off  on  the  mimeograph  machine  in  the  College  of 
Engineering  office  (thanks!)  and  decided  to  try  direct  mail 

advertising.

We  weren't  able  to  get  a  bulk  mailing  permit  in  time  (the 
post  office  doesn't  believe  you're  a  non-profit  organization  if 
you're  trying  to  sell  advertising).  We  sent  everything  out  first 
class,  because  the  only  other  way  to  go  was  third  class,  which 
is  what  postmen  stick  under  the  wheels  of  a  post  office  jeep 
when  it  gets  stuck.  We  sent  out  approximately  2,100  letters, 
put  together  by  staff  members'  wives  and  friends.  They  were 
put  together  and  run  through  a  postage  meter  at  the  Nevada 
National  Bank  Operations  Center  (our  thanks!)  and  mailed  in 
late  December. 

For  the  record,  there's  just  been  a  recession,  many  mer- 
chants are  in  a  tight  money  situation,  and  it's  almost  Christmas. 
And  then  comes  a  letter  from  the  friendly  University  yearbook 
asking  for  an  advertisement. 

Do  you  know  why  they  call  junk  mail  junk  mail? 

For  the  record  again,  the  direct  mail  campaign  made  its  ex- 
penses, just  barely.  But  we  found  that  the  direct  mail  has  to  be 
followed  up  by  human  contacts,  in  this  case  a  salesman  from 
the  yearbook. 

LITTLE    $$$    and    LESS    CCC 

The  Associated  Students  of  the  University  of  Nevada 
(ASUN)  Finance  Control  Board  agreed  to  let  the  yearbook 
have  SI 0,000  of  ASUN  funds  for  a  yearbook.  This  seems  like 
a  lot  until  you  try  to  do  something  with  it. 

The  1971  yearbook  had  304  pages  and  cost  more  than 
SI  6,000  to  print.  It  cost  about  S8  per  book,  after  late  charges, 
staff  and  office  expenses,  and  miscellaneous  expenses  raised 
the  bill  for  3,000  copies  to  about  S24,000. 

On  September  15,  the  yearbook  gave  up  its  campus  office, 
went  to  a  smaller  page  size,  gave  up  hard  covers,  and  found  it 
needed  a  publisher.  Can  you  guess  how  hard  it  is  to  find  a 
printer  who  will  produce  a  320-page  yearbook  in  two  separate 
volumes  for  S8,000  delivered?  And  find  him  in  two  weeks? 

His  bid  for  S8.000  included:  3,500  copies  of  the  Artemisia  '72  on  80-lb 
coated  paper.  Two  volumes,  one  of  96  pages  and  another  of  224  pages.  The 
96-page  book  is  saddle-stitched  (sewn  up  the  backhand  the  224-page  book  is 
built  in   16-page  sections  and  perfect  bound  (as  are  most  books).  Linotype 


composition,  paste-up,  and  any  type  styles  we  wanted  are  included.  Page 
size  was  originally  7%..  x  lO1/'",  but  was  later  increased  to  SVi"  x  1 1"  at  no 
extra  cost.  Six  16-page  signatures  of  duotones  were  included  if  Allen  Pub- 
lishing also  took  the  class  photos.  There  was  a  rebate  of  SI  per  class  photo 
taken  to  the  yearbook.  Delivery  was  fob. 

Other  bids  for  the  same  $8,000  offered  200  pages  total  in 
two  books,  with  no  duotones.  All  bids  were  in  by  September 
24,  1971 ,  but  the  Allen  contract  was  not  received. 

At  this  time,  a  representative  of  the  portrait  studio  in 
Weinstock's  combined  with  Pischel  Publishing  company  to  try 
to  sell  the  Finance  Control  Board  on  letting  them  do  the 
photography  for  the  book.  (Weinstock's  had  not  been  con- 
tacted by  letter  because  the  publisher  chose  an  option  in  which 
they  would  do  the  photography,  which  meant  no  additional 
photo  bids  were  needed.)  The  Weinstock's-Pischel  people 
could   not   match   the   Allen  bid. 

THE    IDES    OF   OCTOBER 

On  October  13,  there  was  no  publisher,  no  studentbody 
photographer,  no  yearbook  business  manager,  no  funds  or  sup- 
plies allotted  for  the  staff,  no  staff,  and  one  very  disenchanted 
yearbook  editor.  On  October  13,  Al  Terkildsen  was  named 
business  manager  and  Allen  Publishing  named  publisher. 

The  first  yearbook  staff  meeting  took  place  and  the  basic 
plan  of  the  book  in  your  hand  was  made.  The  staff  broke  up 
on  individual  assignments  and  would  report  back  on  November 
16  for  a  show-and-tell  session  for  photography  on  the  second 
book.  At  that  time  no  one  had  anything  to  show. 

Future  yearbooks  should  note  the  following:  If  you  get  a 
late  start  on  the  book  (September),  with  little  money  (S10,000), 
poor  support  from  your  Publications  Board  (i.e.,  October  13), 
little  results  from  your  staff  (i.e.,  Nov.  16),  studentbody  por- 
traits finished  in  December  (and  mailed  in  February)  -  you 
are  in  trouble! 

We've  been  there  and  survived.  On  January  22,  staff  was 
able  to  put  together  half  the  group  section.  The  book  you  hold 
in  your  hand  was  complete  on  February  7  and  mailed  to  the 
publisher  that  night.  It  was  done  -  but  for  the  money  angle, 
please  read  on.

The  net  income  from  book  one  will  remain  in  the  Artemisia  account.  It  will  be  used  to 
pay  staff  salaries,  and  to  help  defray  the  photographic  costs  of  Volume  II.  It  has  been 
decided  by  the  Publications  Board  that  any  surplus  remaining  in  the  Artemisia  account 
after  all  expenses  for  the  Artemisia  '72  have  been  met  will  be  returned  to  the  ASUN 
General  Fund  to  be  used  next  academic  year. 

*These  wages  were  paid  to  the  staff  members  during  the  first  semester.  Although  the 
staff  worked  on  both  Volume  I  and  Volume  II  simultaneously,  a  realistic  figure  of  wage 
expenses  for  just  the  first  Volume  cannot  be  determined.  Therefore,  the  entire  first  semes- 
ter's wages  will  be  debited  to  the  first  volume,  and  the  second  semester's  wages  will  be 
debited  to  the  second  volume. 
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
